3) Applicant hereby petitions to preserve for further 
review his complaints with regard to actions 
complained of in the Appeal Brief (issues 1-6 and 
15-18 therein) , and that these complaints not be 
dismissed as the Examiner has done in the 
Notification of Non-Compliance with 37 CFR 1.192(c), 
on the merely technical basis of not having 
petitioned for relief within 2 months of the action 
complained of, which actions constitute errors of the 
Examiner; otherwise, the effect is to . allow for 
self- judgement of the Examiner's actions by the 
Examiner himself, and this is not in keeping with 
fairness to the Applicant, who initiated the Appeal 
precisely to have OTHERS, such as the Board of 
Appeals, judge the Examiner's actions.
